We-see into the writer’s mind 
‘and life, we see the life of his 
Any historian feels lucky 
when he lights on a packet. of old 
letters,

The letters of the New Testa- 
ment, especially Paul's, are not 
propaganda literature. Paul was

Containing 17 ‘points in all, the 
program of. ‘‘agreed- opinions’’ has 
been presented to the U. S. and 
Canada’ for consideration. There 
was no immediate. reaction from 
the two governments on the matter, 
but it seerned logical to presume 
that the idea for such a treaty had 
received their prior blessings. 

Although -the pact in its present 
form refrains from designating a 
fixed period of years for its. life, it 
does recommend ‘a jong dura- 
tion.” Actually, the five European 
governments . have’ been thinking 
in ferms of'a 50-year period, but 
the decision on that is being left 
to the last stage of negotiations. 

RUSSIA as a nation—peaceful or 
belligerent—is scrupulously ignored 
in the document.
